How Long Can Practice Continue?— 


What Result Should Judge Insist 


Upon a Trial? 


Ex-Banker James F. Lingafelter'e 


forgery trial, resulting from the col- 
lapse of the 
Newark Savings Bank 


and-Homestead Building and Savings 
Association in May, 1904, has again 
been postponed. 


This time the trial is set for Mon- 


day, October 
1,, before 
Presiding 


-Judge Campbell of Ashland. 


Up to date the defendant has sworn- 


three judges off the bench, Charle? 
W. Sewatd of Newark, George Coyner 
of Delaware and S. B. Eason of Woos 
tef. The prosecution claims that in 
the 
affidavit 
disqualifying 
Judge 


Eason, Judge Maxwell of Millersburg, 
who sentenced Robert C. Lingafelter 
tti the Mansfield Reformatory, is also 
disqualified, but the defense argues 
that this is not so. It is intimated 
that the defense would like to nave 
Judge Maxwell try the case. 
A telephone communication received 


from Judge Campbell of Ashland, 
presiding judge of this district, at 
8:45 Tuesday-night, informed Judge 
Ekson and the court 
officials here 


that the James" P. Lingafelter trial, 
which was set for Tuesday, and part- 
Ijr commenced, 
would 
be continued 


until Monday, October 1, at which 
time Judge Campbell^ himself, will 
preside- 


Following the presentation of tke 


affidavit of prejudice 
filed 
against 
1 Judge Eason of Wayne county, in the 
ft James F. Lingafelter case Tuesday 
1- afternoon; and the caustic remarks of 


tfie court upon the action of the coun- 
sel for the defendant. Attorney F. V. 
Owen, with the permission 
of the 


cburtj stated that all of the defendr 
ant's counsel believed that Judge 
Eason had been slightly misled in the 
filling of the affidavit, and had mis- 
tlken the object of it. He stated that 
Mr. Lingafelter had said to his coum 
sSl, soirie time previous to Tuesday. 
fhat .he had reasons to believe that 
Jndge Eason had: a prejudice, and 
fhat--at that time the 
affidavit had 


been filed and had later been forgot- 
ten after the counsel had decided to 
have the casse tried by him 
regard- 


less of it. 
At this point, Attorney 


Edward Kibler 
of the 
prosecution, 


asked why, if this were the case, the 
defense did not at this time withdraw 
the affidavit. Mr. Owen replied that 
they had intended to do so, but that 
from the statement of the court after 
discovering that it had been filed, 
thought that probably he would not 
care to sit in the case anyhow under 
those conditions. 


1 Judge Eason, in replying to 
Mr. 


Owen stated that he did not even 
known the defendant 
by sight, and, 


consequently, could have no prejudice 
in the matter. He stated 
further 


that be had only the most friendly 
feeling for the 
counsel and if he 


should have tried the case . knowins 
of the affidavit, he should have tried 
it impartially, of course, allowing the 
defendant the presumption of inno- 
cence. He called attention to the fact 
that with a stenographer to record 
all of the court's proceedings and to 
note all 
that 
is said, partial or 


biased, prejudiced actions or opinions 
•would soon be discovered. 
In this 


connection Judge Eason took his pro- 
tecting stand before the press, which 
he supported and upheld so effective- 
ly during the trial of the famous 
Taggart divorce case in "Wooster, by 
saying that he believed in publicity. 
He said: "You have the newspapers. 
Let them public what goes on in the 
courts and the public will know." 


• Here Attorney B. G. Smythe mur- 
mured, "Publish the truth, yes." 


The attorneys for James Lingafel- 


ter in speaking of the affidavit of 
prejudice filed against Judge. Eason, 
said, "We did not intend matters t<- 
take the turn they did. We only de- 
sired that our objection 
to 
Judge 


Eason presiding in the case be shown 
on the records and we made no argu- 
ment of the question, bu£ having for- 
gotten the fact that the affidavit war, 
on file, and in reality on file by mis- 
take, the court became apprised of 
the existence of the document when 
we rej.iiy had not intention of using 
it, and had decided to try the case 
before him, 
anyhow. 
The cases of 


Robert Lingafelter 
and 
his father 


•were both set for trial before Judge 
Maxwell. As will be remembered, 
he tried one of the cases and not the 
other, and it was to this that we were 
filing our objections', on the grounds 
that, having been assigned to 
the 


two cases at that- time 
by Jud 


Campbell, he should try the second 
himself." 
• 
A discussion of the present system 


of disqualifying judges, with no spe- 
cial reference to this particular case 
brings out the fact that there can be 
practically no end to the filing of af 
fidavits of prejudice, and the system 
can be used continually. Some law- 
yers say it would be impossible to 
stop the practice by grand jury pro- 
ceedings because all 
the defendan 


has to do is to swear he believes the 
trial judge is prejudiced, and it would 
be impossible to prove that he did 
not-believe it. In other words if woul 
be impossible to prove that he com 
mitted perjury in swearing to 
the 


affidavit. 


In one case, it is said, a judge re- 


fused to recognize 
an 
affidavit of 


prejudice and 
proceeded 
with the 


trial. 
He was sustained because, it 


is alleged, the affidavit was faulty. 


What will happen if the defendant 


should file an affidavit of prejudice 
against Judge Campbell? Nobody can 
answer with authority but the con- 
sensus of opinion among lawyers is 
that the Judge would ignore it and 
proceed with the case. In that event 
the matter would go to the Supreme 
court, which would be obliged to con- 
strue the statute which gives the de- 
fendant the right to disqualify judges, 
apparently without number. Disinter- 
ested lawyers contend that the court 
would hold that where a judge re- 
fused to recognize the 
affidavit of 


prejudice and supported his position 
with an affidavit showing that he did 
know the defendant 
by sight and 


fenew nothing of the case save what: 
he had read in the public prints, that 
he had a right to try the case, and 
that the affidavit was not based on 
fact, but simply to delay the 
pro- 


ceedings and subvert justice. How- 
ever, this is merely an opinion of sev- 
eral legal minds and not a decision 
of the court. 
The matter has 
not 


been decided by the court, and it is 
not by aiiy means certain that it will 
come up for a decision, but the fact 
that in the Lingafelter 
case threa 


judges have already been disqualified 
makes it a matter 
for 
discussion 


among those who have followed the 
case. 


In this 
same 
connection 
there 


seems to be a difference of opinion as 
to whether or not an affidavit against 
one judge of a subdivision naturally 
neludes the 
other 
and 
associate 


judge of that same subdivision. The 
general opinion seems to be, however, 
:hat it depends upon the wording of 
the affidavit. 
That is, every judge 


disqualified will have to be specified. 
As an example, the affidavit disquali- 
fying Judge C. W. Seward 
was so 


worded that it included Judge Coy- 
ner, but on the other 
affidavit dis- 


qualifying Judge Eason, there was no 
wording which included Judge Max- 
well. Now. the legal point which is 
up in this special instance is whether 
Presiding Judge Campbell could name 
any other judge to hear the James 
jingafelter case when he has already, 
ast term, appointed Judge Maxwell. 


It develops 
that the affidavit in 


Judge Eason's case was prepared on 
June 25, and was to have been filed 
at that time had the court refused 
;o grant a continuance on the ground 
of Lingafelter's 
physical 
condition 


and the absence of certain witnesses. 
Fudge Eason granted the continuance 
until September 4, as the affidavit 
was not presented but it was hand- 
d with other papers to the clerk of 
the court for filing and was put on 
record. 
Nothing was said about it. 


and .Jhe discovery of its appearance 
on the record was not made until 
Tuesday afternoon after Judge Eason 
had taken his seat on the bench. This 
question notarises: If Judge Eason 
unaware of the fact that the 
affi- 


davit had been recorded, had proceed- 
ed Avith the trial of Cingafelter, could 
not the attorneys for the defense have 
set the verdict aside in case of con- 
viction, on the grounds that Judge 
Eason was disqualified to sit in the 
case?

Bellingham, Wash., Sept. 5. — The 


United States cruiser Boston, which

She has taken a great deal of water 
and has listed five degrees to port. 
Seven cell compartments are filled. 
Although she has put out to deep wa- 
ter again after drawing in close to 
shore in order that she might be run 
upon the sandy beach quickly if nec- 
essary, all her lifeboats are provi- 
sioned and swung out ready for in- 
stant use. The ship's diver found a 
seam three feet in length which is ad- 
mitting water, but has not yet found 
any holes ;n the hull.

Com- 
mander Coffman is now awaiting the 
arrival of tugs to tow the Boston to 
Bremerton. 


Winery Destroyed.

Havana. Sept. 6.—From an authen- 


tic soun; ; 
is learned that a big up- 


rising has been planned to take place 
shortly in Santiago province. 


Colonel Simas' detachment of rural 


guards encountered a band o£ 40 in- 
surgents near Canas, in the western 
part of Havana province. The oppos- 
ing forces exchanged shots for an 
hour, when the rural guards charged 
the insurgents and killed two of them, 
including the leader, Antonio Gon- 
zales, and captured six. The insur- 
gents then scattered, leaving their 
horses, some arms and equipments. 


A.band of 60 insurgents at Santiago 


de Las Vegas, 10 miles from Havana, 
broke into stores, seized provisions, 
arms and ammunition, supplied them- 
selves with horses, cut toe telephone 
wires and rode out of town. 


Colonel Avalos with 1,000 troops 


continues at San Juan de Martinez, 
where he is expecting cavalry rein- 
forcements. 
A. shipload of horses 


from Texas is anxiously awaited. No 
battle is expected at present, Guerra 
adhering to bis purpose not to be led 
into a fight. The insurgents are In- 
creasing in numbers In the eastern 
portion of Pinar Del Rio province. 


Business, which but recently prom- 


ised to be exceptionally good, has de- 
clined, and for the time being is gen- 
erally slack even in eastern Cuba, 
where the revolutionists are making 
but alight and sporadic efforts. Sugar 
planters for the present are abandon- 
ing the work of development. 


The most conservative 
testimony 


received from the country districts of 
timony from the country districts of 
the provinces of Pinar Del Rio, Ha- 
vana and Santa. Clara is that two- 
thirds of the people in the country 
and small towns of these provinces 
are insurgents in sentiment if not in 
fact. It is generally believed the gov- 
ernment ultimately will subdue the in- 
surrection, but in the meantime the 
crops cau not be developed, and it is 
a grave question whether the rebel- 
lious spirit even then can be actually 
quelled to the extent of re'storing the 
country to a normal self-governing 
status. 


A realization of this is the cause of 


the renewal of efforts for the restora- 
tion of peace. General Mario Meno- 
cal, whom the people trust as capa- 
ble of bringing the warring factions 
together, if such a thing is possible, 
came to Havana and held two confer- 
ences with President Palma. General 
Menocal after the conference abso- 
lutely refused to make any statement. 
General Cebreco, who has been prom- 
inent in recent efforts to institute ne- 
gotiations with the insurgent leaders; 
General Msuocal and.a few merchants 
and planters, also held s. conference 
to discuss the proposal to open nego- 
tiations with the Insurgents, and the 
two generals named intend to call on 
the leaders of the Liberal and Mod- 
erate parties individually and see 
what it is posible to do. President 
Palnia has no objection to these ef- 
forts, but makes no promises or sug- 
gestions on behalf of the government.

The story cited, one generally too

hard on the little kingdom; and when 
news came back of the defeat of Israel. 
the death of Eli and his sons 
the 


young wife of Phineas refused to look 
upon 1he baby son who was heir to 
this inglorious record, but named his 
name Ichabod— "for the glory has de- 
parted from Israel." 


Now comes the modern application, 


and the question. 
"Shall 
we wrire 


'Ichabod' over the portals of our pub- 
lic schools?" The many inglorious rec- 
ords being made in public life, almost 
suggest, so pessimistic minds, the pos- 
sibilities of such a. motto. 


The public school must be one of two 


things: either a mirror, to reflect thr 
•world about it, or a microcosm a lit- 
tle world of its own. If it be the lat- 
ter, it must have a twofold responsi- 
bility as to its conduct and its prp- 
ducts. The "bankers' rows" in our 
penitentiaries, the recent "treason of 
the senate," show a deteriorating in- 
fluence in public life, for which condi- 
tions the American public school, and 
the American public school 
teacher, 


must be in some sense to blame. 
Our 


schools cannot be righted un'il moral 
education is given its due place of im- 
portance along with the mental. 


"What do we mean by moral educa- 


tion? In school must be laid for the 
boy foundations deep and sure, that 
will make vain temptations to sweep 
him off his feet. 
The teacher, r<*pre- 


senting to the child his highest ideal. 
has oppotunities to inculcate stru-test 
regard for the truth and for honesty — 


This can be accomplished by keeping 
the HUle one busy, giving it first s,om« 
work with which it is familiar. 


Two good rules for teaclieis in any 


grade are: 


1. Don't criticise the teacher who 


has been before you. 


2. Don't talk school a* home, «r »o 


your friends.

didate, would exceed 15,000. The nor- 
mal Republican plurality in Vermont 
is about 21,000. Scattered returns re- 
ceived from the two congressional dis- 
tricts of the state indicate that Rep- 
resentative D, J. Foster of Burlington 
and Kittredge Haskins of Brattleboro, 
both Republicans, have been returned 
by the usual large vote. Returns from 
100 towns out of 246 show that the 
legislature will be overwhelmingly 
Republican.

McGettrick of St. Albans, Democrat, 
the vote in those towns was 11,951. 
That for Clement was 8,291 and Mc- 
Gettrick 
2,545. 
This 
comparison 


shows a gain for Proctor of 3,664 and 
a loss for Clement of 415. National 
Issues did not figure in the contest to 
any exteuL
